(b ) Weave. 
(i) The weave shall be either plain , that is one up and 

one down , or dosuti , that is two up and two down, 

with at least eight wires uniformly spaced in the warp . 
(ii) The total number of warp threads, including wire 

The 
picks per centimeter shall be 16 in the case of cotton 
yarn and 13 in the case of linen yarn . 


6 . Marking. - On the ungraduated side and also on the case 
of each tape when provided , the name of the manufacturer or 
his registered trade mark and the denomination shall be legi 
bly marked both in English and in Devnagri script. The year 
of manufacture may also be marked on the case . 


4 . Manufacture . 


( a ) The tape shall be coated with a suitable primer of 

synthetic material over which one or more coats of a 
flexible , high quality enamel shall be given . The 
final top coat shall be of a varnish which shall give 
the tape a good finish . All coatings shall be non 
cracking and water resistant. 


7 . Provision for Stamping . - Measures shall be stamped near 
the beginning of the scale on each graduated side. 
Specifications for Metric Steel Tape Measures

1. Denominations. The denominations of the tape measures 
shall be 1 , 2 , 10 , 15 , 20, 30 and 50 metres . 

2 . Tape .- -(a ) Tapes shall be of steel or stainless and may be 
of the following dimensions.

5 . Graduations. 
( a ) The length of the tape shall include the metal finger 

ring , when provided . 
(b ) At every centimetre a black line , 8 to 10 mam in height , 

shall be drawn and every five centimetre shall be 
marked with an arrow in black . Every tenth cm and 
every metre shall be marked with a black line exten 
ding over the full width of the tape ( i.e . 16 mm ) . The 
graduation marks at every tenth cm and every metre 
shall be numbered with black and red figures , res 
pectively .

The 
tapes shall be well -polished or provided with a rust-proof coat 
ing and shall be free from burns. 


The outer end of the tapes shall be provided with a ring 
or other device for facilitating withdrawal. The ring or other 
device shall be fastened to the tape by a inetal strip of th 
same width as the tape. 


3 . Graduations. ( a ) The length of the tape shall include 
the metal fingerring , when provided . 

(b ) The tapes shall be marked , legibly and indelibly, on one 
side only , with a line at every five milimetres, and at every 
centimetre , 10th cm and metre ; the first 10 cms length having 
the millimetres also marked .
